The Senate. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 29.—In the Senate 
this morning Senator Vest (Dem.) of Missouri 
entered a protest against the habit of Repub- 
lican members of reading petitions against 
the passage of the Wilson bill.

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A CONFESSION OF INSINCERITY. 


Many a manufacturer in the United 
States has declared that he must shut 
down on the passage of the Wilson bill or 
reduce wages to the European level. Yet 
when these men who thus insist upon pub- 
lic favors on public grounds are asked to 
give an account of their business and 
show the various elements of cost of pro- 
duction they decline, because their private 
affairs must not be made public. Only 
vague threats and talk of the labor cost 
can be got out of them, even when plead- 
ing most strenuously for Government 
favor. 

The Clark Thread Co. of Newark is a 
case in point. Except that 80 or 90 per 
cent of the cost of manufacturing thread 
was labor no information could be obtained 
by the Post-DIsPATOH correspondent from 
the Treasurer of that concern. 

But the correspondent got the facts from 
other sotrces of information. It seems the 
pay-roll amounts to $1,000,000a year. If 
this is 80 per cent of the cost the total 
would be $1,250,000. The product on a 
very conservative estimate is 10,800,000 
doten a year, which are sold at wholesale 
for 837% cente a dozen. The value would 
thus be about $8,750,000, which leavesa profit 
of $2,500,000 a year. If thread is made free 
—the McKinley duty is 14 cents a dozen—it 
would still leave a profit of about $1,200, - 
000 a year on a capital of 750, 000, which is 
all the Clark company has invested. 

This is a very pretty profit to make out 
of the sewing women and tailors of the 
country. But the case is not sing@lar. An 
inquiry into the large protected concerns 
would disclésé a similar condition and 
prove the greed and insincerity of those 
who, like the Clarks, beat down wages to 
the lowest point. 

No individual can justly ask for public 
favor unless he takes the public into his 
confidence. When he refuses it is the best 
preof possible that he is afraid of his own 
case and that he is concealing material 
facts. He can establish a claim upon a pa- 
ternal government only by frankly telling 
everything connected with his business 
and proving that he cannot sustain himself 
without help. Even then there is serious 
question whether it is wise to help a busi- 
ness which can’t help itself. But assist- 
ance should not be even asked for until 
such an exhibit is made. 
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THE POWER THAT FAILED. 


Mr. Croker once remarked that in order 
to get good government it was necessary to 
have it directed by a ‘‘central power.’’ 
This theory is an admirable one for the 
man who runs the ‘‘central power’’ house 
wherever he can make it work success- 
fully. But the central power“ plan was 
knocked into a cocked hat over a century 
ago by the American people, and they have 
never taken kindly to it since. With a 
tremendous plantand a great many wires 
the plan has flourished here and there 
through popular indifference. 

In New York City Mr. Croker has found 
it possible to run a governmental ‘ ‘central 
power” house with great profit. He con- 
trols a political monopoly which is worth 
millions to himself and his associates in 
the business. It hastaken years to build 
it up and the wires are laid in every di- 
rection. From the central power plant“ 
on Fourteenth street Mr. Croker is able 
to apply the force and make the 
wheels go round in the remotest 
corner of his monopoly territory. But it 
has required an immense amount of fuel 
to keep the machine running and a great 
and expensive corps of workers to keep 
the wiresin order. The expense of main- 
taining it has been enormous and a heavy 
burden to even the vast wealth of the 
metropolis. 

But Mr. Croker recently proved most 
conclusively that the power of his plant 
was incapable of accomplishing anything 
outside of the bounds of its metropoli- 
tan territory. It had worked 80 
well there that he thought he 
could run the whole machinery of the 
National Government. He attempted to 
apply his force to the wheels of legislation 
at. Washington with disastrous results, 
Not a wheel turned. Even the integral 
parte of the ‘‘central power’’ works, 
which had been transported to the 
capitel by his command, gave only a 
feeble and inadequate response when he 
pressed the button. The resistance was 
so great that the machine was strained 
and there is imminent danger that 
rickety old thing will dust. Thet 
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claim for rental on the part of the School 
Board for the use of the library quarters 
in the Education building by the free 
library. He punctures the claim of cer- 
tain school directors that the turning 
over of the books, fixturesand furniture 
ofthe public library to the Free Library 
Board for the use of the people is a gift 
or . benefaction. It is in the nature 
of a contract by which the Library Board 
relieves the School Board of all expenses 
incident to running thel ibrary and making 
it free to the people. This is full equiva- 
lent for all that the School Board yields 
and was all that was contemplated in the 
establishment of a separate library fund. 

Every member of the School Board 
knows that the tax for a free library was 
voted for the purpose of supplying funds 
to make the _ilibrary' free and 
to give opportunity to conduct, en- 
large and improve it without burdening 
the school fund. If this tax had not been 
levied the School Board would still be 
compelled.to bear the burden of sustaining 
the library, which pressed so heavily upon 
its resources. The free library fund, 
therefore, was established to relieve the 
School Board of the library burden and at 
the same time give the people the benefit 
of a better library free of charge. The 
free library is the successor of the public 
library and is entitled to its property and 
the quarters built for it. The establish- 
ment of a new library in new quarters 
to be built for it was not contemplated by 
anyone. It would be clearly absurd for 
the new Library Board to attempt to do 
this and leave the old library on the hands 
of the School Board. But if the School 
Board’s claim that its yielding of the 
public library property isa gift and that 
itshould receive rent for the use of the 
library quarters is correct the Library 
Board would be legally and logically justi- 
fled in taking this step. 

When the Free Library Board takes the 
public library and assumes all expenses in- 
cident to its conduct it does all that was 
intended when the people established the 
free library fund and gives full equivalent 
to the School Board. The claim of rental, 
whichis the only point of difference be- 
tween the boards, should be quickly dis- 
posed of and the way opened for the 
prompt execution of the popular will.

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A POLITICAL EXPEDIENT. 


The reconciliation of Emperor William 
and Prince Bismarck is something more 
than a sentimental concession wrung 
from the sovereign in a moment of weak- 
ness. Whatever his faults, William has 
never shown any lack of self-confidence, 
and he has of late given signs of consider- 
able political sense and sagacity. 

Only a few days ago his Prussian 
Finance Minister petulantly left a banquet 
given in his honor, complaining that 
though his fellow guests severely criticised 
his fiscal policy they offered him nothing 
better. This exhibition of ill temper 
would be extraordinary in any circum- 
stances, for officials of his grade are not 
accustomed to allow feeling to get the better 
of them whenin public. It really meant 
that the Government was at its wits’ ends 
and knew not where to turn for ideas to 
help it out of its terrible dilemma. And 
more significant than this display of de- 
spair were William’s own more guarded 
references to the difficulties besetting the 
Empire a few days ago. 

The facts probably are that the young 
Emperor has discovered that he is not 
sufficient unto himself, that there is a 
public sentiment with which he must 
reckon and without which in his favor he 
can do nothing to stay the rising spirit of 
discontent which is organizing into a dis- 
tinct Socialist or Republican movement, 
dangerous to his Aynasty if not to the 
monarchy itself. He has practically con- 
fessed bankruptcy and acknowledged him- 
selfunable to solve the problem before 
him. 

In his perplexity he naturally turns to 
the most popular man in Germany, hop- 
ing to win his support and that of his fol- 
lowers. The reconciliation does not mean 
that Prince Bismarck is to govern again. 
It only signifies that the Emperor has 
learned the real worth of popular sen ti- 
ment even in a monarchy, and proposes to 
courtit. His action testifies to his good 
sense and an ability to learn which have 
been seriously questioned many times 
since his accession. Whether or not he 
will succeed in extricating himself from 
his troubles and save the empire from a 
destructive revolutionary movement re- 
mains to be seen, but he has taken the 
best means to accomplish such a purpose.

FAIR FOND OF SOCIETY. 


Miss Vanderbilt's Debut Will Be Made 
Next Year in Her Father’s Ball Room— 
Helen Gould’s Generous but Un- 
known Oharities. 


Special Correspondence PosT-DISPATCH. 

New Tonk, Jan. 21.—Fifty million dol- 
lars is aboutthe sum which will rep- 
resent the combined fortunes of Miss 
Helen Gould, Miss Virginia Fair and 
Miss Gertrude Vanderbilt, three ofthe rich- 
est prospective heirossesin America. In ad- 
dition tothe princely sum which they each 
represent in money. all have besides the ad- 
vantages of youth, beauty, refinement and 


social position. 
The only one of the three who is as yet ex- 


clusive mistress of her entire fortune is Miss 
Helen Gould, the eldest Gaughter of the great 
financier and his favorite child. Her fortune. 
over which her father in his will gave her 
full control, is estimated at $15,000,090 or 
more, in good railroad securities, the ten- 
dency of which is ever upward, and property 
that is always steadily increasing in value. 
She owns the splendid residence No. 579 Fifth 
avenue, which her tather occupied, and 
Lyndhurst, the great mansion at Irvington- 
on-the-Hudson. These great properties, 
gorgeously and completely furnished 
throughout, are worth $1,800, 000. 

Four years ago, at the age of 18, Miss Gould 
made her social debut in that somewhat neb- 
ulous element known as the best society, 
which always looked down on the famous 
money-maxker, hertather, There are those 
who remember the petite figure in blue bro- 
cade on that occasion, and the simple, un- 
pretentious way, with just a hint of reserve, 
that carried her successfully through the 
ordeal. She would have been a social suc- 
cess by reason of her father’s money alone, 
independendent of her winsome ways and 
high-bred air. But society held for this un- 
common young woman, with her superior 
sense and larger, more generous sympathies, 
no attractions, and it was nota great while 


before the ripple caused by her appearance 
in the social world subsided, and quietly she 
dropped out of the element so totally at va- 
rlance with her character. 
Perhaps the influence which her father 
always exercised over her had something to 
do with her retirement. It may be that he 
was feartul lest society should deprive him 
of what he prized most, the companionship 
of his favorite child. At all events, it is well 
known that he never encouraged herto be a 
belle. She cared nothing for admirers, and 
preferred the companionship of her father, 
who turned tober at all times as one turns 
from the fever of life to the rest of nature. 
Then Mrs, Gould was taken tll, and the 
daughter became her mother’s devoted 
nurse, superintending everything—cooking 
delicious dishes totempt the invalid appe- 
tite. She was her wother’s devoted at- 
tendant tothe end. The death of Mrs. Gould 
was not long afterwards followed by that of 
her husband, and what lingering interest 
Miss Gould might have had in society, if any 
ever existed, was forgotten in the period of 
mourning which followed the death of two 
adored parents. Whatever Jay Gould was to 
the outside world, he was the Dest and most 
indulgent of fathers. 

SHE LOVES GOOD WORKS. 
It is some time now since Jay Gould’s 
death, but Miss Gould shows no disposition 
to return to the society which she graced for 
soshort a time. With her father’s death 
came ample means to continue the work 
amongthecity poor,a causeto which she 
had devoted both time and money during his 
lifetime. 
Miss Gould’s method of doing good is em- 
inently a personal one. She is not content to 
merely sign checks foracharitabie purpose, 
but, pot unlike the parish visiting system of 
great ladies in England, she personally visits 
the institutions which she pecuniarlly as- 
sists. Manya poor bedridden old woman in 
the asylum on Lexington avenue knows 
Helen Gould more intimately than some of 
the people who think they know her well. 
The aged sufferer may not know that the 
slender, graceful girl who reads to ber in a 
low, well-modulated voice is Helen Gould, 
one of the richest and most iafiuential 
women in America, but she does know what 
to her and Miss Gould mean much more—that 
the humane bond between them is of the 
closest, springing as it does from sympathy 
on one side and gratitude on the other. 
Miss Gould especially dislikes any kind of 
notoriety, and shuns any publicity being 
given to her charities, but it is generally 
known that the greater part of her income 
goes for that purpose. In fact, so quietly 
does she work that were it not for the keen- 
eyed reporter, who occasionally by accident 
stumbles against some act of benevolence 
performed by her, the world would know 
still less than it does of the good that she 
does. Caring for helpless old women and 
young children is the especial channel in 
which Miss Gould’s charity seems to run. 
Generous and responsive as she is to all 
worthy cases which come under her 
notice, she has far too much 
common sense to be humbugged by 
chronic paupers. Nor does she heed all 
the many begging letters which she receives 
daily asking for aid. However, in many 
cases she investigates, and when she finds 
one to be worthy she is always ready to as- 
sist. Quite recently letters of this character, 
upon iuvestigation, were found to have been 
written by impostors,and she quietly ixnored 
them. Thereupon the tone of the letters 
changed, and they became insulting, threat- 
ening dire things. Eventuaily, finding that 
no notice was given to them,the writers 
ceased their annoyance. Miss Gould’s famt- 
ly are sometimes apprehensive lest some 
bodily harm might be done to her, but she 
— has no fear. Besides, she 1s al- 
ways well protected. 

PERSECUTED BY CRANKS. 

Perhaps no young woman has ever been 
the victim of quite such an unusual and un- 
pleasant series of attentions. No less than 
six men, all insane, whose particular mantas 
have been that they were in love with Miss 
Gould and she with them, have at various 
times followed her, haunted her house, and 
annoyed her with sentimental letters. One 
man actually planned to kidnap her. Anoth- 
er, who insisted that Helen Gould loved him 
and wanted to come to him, but was pre 
vented by her designing family, had at the 
same time another mania. He wanted to 
analyze Cornelius Vander:iit’s brain, to as- 
certain what part contained the money- 
making germ, Miss Gould stoodthe annoy- 
ance as long as possibie, but when their at- 
tentions became too persistent it was neces- 
sary to lock them up. 

One rarely hears much about Miss Gould’s 
beauty. Were she less sensible people in- 
fluencea by her enormous wealth would try 
to fatter and call her beautiful. While here 
is a face that would attract more thana 
n glance, Miss Gould is not beautiful. 
It is a face of strength, and at the same time 
great womanliness, rather than beauty.

Although an excellent pedestrian and a

It is said that the royal con- 
servatories at Lyndhurst, which are worth 
$300,000, were built by her father under her 
directionsand to please her. There every 
kind of rare plant and flower is cultivated 
regardless of cost.

Her father’s 
fabulous wealth is estimated at $150,000,000, 
and as he has but three children, two sons 
and a daughter, her portion of the estate will 


hardly be less than $20,000,000. 

Almost nothing is known of her in the so- 
ciety to whichthe name of Vanderbilt has 
become a great social factor. So zealously 
has she been kept from the public eye, 
that, at the age of 17, very few outside of the 
immediate family, beyond knowing the fact 
that Cornelius Vanderbilt hada daughter, 
have ever seen her. She has been reared far 
more quictly than is usually the case with 
the daughters of millionaires. And, instead 
of being seht away to fashionable schools, 
where she would mingle with the children of 
society leaders, Miss Vanderbilt has been 
educated solely at home, her companions 
being principally her two brothers. 

She is a tail, slender girl, greatly resem- 
bling her mother, with dark, intelligent eyes 
and beautiful, luxuriant brown hair. In 
manner she is exclusive and reserved. Al- 
though not a beautiful girl, she is a very 
high bred looking one, with an extremely 
graceful carriage, while her manner of 
speechand general deportment are excess- 
ively attractive and refined. 

Great care has been devoted to her educa- 
tion, and ifrumor is authentic, she is very 
superiorily educated, Masters in different 
languages have mate her a proficient lin- 
guist, while the natural talent for music 
which she displayed as a chiid has been thor- 
oughly cultivated. she is an ardent lover of 
music, and gives promise of being a nnished 
pianist. 

Miss Vanderbilt hardly as yet understands 
the social position which, as the daughter of 
a man as rich as her father, she is expected 
to nl. Forwhile she has been reared ina 
luxurious manner, therehave been none of 
the absurd extravagances which are sgener- 
ally supposed to attend the children ofa 
millionaire. In fact, until quite recently 
Cornelius Vanderbilt and his family 
lived far more simply than men far less 
wealthy. 

Now, however, the daughter is arriving at 
an age when she will be expected to occup 
anexXaited social position. And althoug 
neither Mr. nor Mrs, Vanderbilt has ever 
shown much zest in that direction, it is ex- 
pected thatatthe debut of Miss Gertrude 
Vanderbilt there will be a greater inclination 
towards social responsibilities on the part of 
her parents. 

TO COME OUT NEXT YEAR. 

Ithas been thought that Miss Vanderbilt 
will make her debutin society this winter, 
but that is not probable, as the family is still 
in mourning for Mr. Vanderbilt’s eldést son, 
who died last year. Next season, however, 
will witness a memorable social event in 
New York's fashionable circle. The great 
Vanderbilt mansion, at Fifty-seventh street 
and Fifth avenue, which resembles more 
ihe palace of a European monareh than 
the residence of a private American citizen, 
will be thrown open to the social world. The

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A BARK WRECKED. 


All the Port Yarrock’s Crew ef Twenty- 
five Men Drowned. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 29.— A dispatch from Tralee 
announces the wreck of the British bark Port 
Yarrock, Capt. Forbes, and the drowning of 
all her crew, consisting of twenty-five men, 

The Port Yarrock salled from Santa Rosa- 
lia on July (from Queenstown and Antwerp 
and anchored in Brandon Bay on Jan. 21. 

The last heard of her she was ina dis- 
tressed condition. She then reported that 


provisions had run short on the passage and 
that some of the crew were sick from ex- 
posure and lack of nourishment. 


THE DUEL CALLED OFF. 


When One Combatant Shot the Referee 
It Was Settled. 


Special Correspondence POST- DISPATCH. 

New York, Jan. 26.—In a big chair in the 
rotunda of the Plaza Hotel yesterday morn- 
ing sata heavy-set man about 65 years old. 
His full face had a blond complexion, his 
hair was snow white and he 
wore a heavy white mustache. He was 
Maj. Sanford Logan of Pennsylvargia and 
Washington. 

The Major told about a famous duel that 
was fought in Pennsylvania in 1831, in his 
grandfather’s day. It was in that part of 


the Keystone State which is now occupied by 
parts of Clearfield and Jefferson Counties. 
within twenty miles of Punxsatawney. 
participants were Wash Faulkner, Isaac 
Kinch and the Major’s grandfather. 

The three men owned pretty much all the 
land on the mountains in that vicinity, phn 
lived within a quarter of a mileof eac 
other, Faulkner was short, scraggy, and 
had a long beard. He was the best wood 
chopper in Pennsylvania, Kinch was a long, 
lanky man, with sloping shoulders and a 
loose awkward gait. Kinch had a big hog 
that was famed far and wide, from the 
mountains clear down tothe Tuckahoe Val- 
ley inthe Juniata. He was very proud of the 
hog, and would tell wonderful stories 
about ft. 

In 1813 Faulkner moved his potato patch 
from the clearing near his shanty upto a 
clearing which the three men had made, half 
way between Kinch’s shanty and Faulkner’s 
cabin. Just about the time the potatoes 
were coming round in good shape, Kinch 
turned his big hog out. The hog wandered 
down towardsthe potato patch,and Faulk- 
ner found him rooting up is potatoes. He 
went straight back to his eadbin and got his 
dogs and took them with him tothe potato 
patch. In less than five minutes the hounds 
had killed Kinch’s big hog. 

Faulkner then went to Kinch’s cabin and 
told him of the havoc wrought by his hog. 
Maj. Logan’s grandfather happened in, and 
the three went down to the potato- patch. 
Kinch stumbled across his dead pig the fist 
thing. He accused Faulkner of having Killed 


t. 

Of course I had it killed,’’ said Faulkner. 
It rooted up my potatoes. One word led 
to another and the two men almost came to 
biows. Maj. Logan's grandfather inter- 
fered, and suggested that they settle the 
matter in a reasonable way. Finally the 
two mon agreed to settle it in this unique 
manner: 

They were to fight a duel until one or the 
other was killed, the survivor to have not 
only the land of the other, but the potatoe- 

atch and the dead hog. It was agreed that 
R would be an unfair advantage for Kinch to 
fight a duel with Faulkner in cleared ground. 
Faulkner was a good wood-chopper, but 
Kinch was the best shot inthe country. 80 
they decided to go toa clump of. woods 
known as Cat Rock, one man to get at one 
edge of the woods and the other at the 
other. Then they were to hunt each other in 
the woods, and the man who found the other 
was to shoot him dead. In order that there 
might be fair play Maj. Logan was to act as 
referee. 

In the center of the clump of woods was a 
big oak tree, half deaa. They stipulated that 
the referee was to get up in the tree and to 
stay there until three shots were fired in 
quick succession and were accompanied dy a

Kinch got at one end ofthe elump of woods 
and Faulkner at the other. The referee 
climbed up in the big tree. It was then about 
2 p. m. For three hours all was stlent. Then, 
after yelling himself hoarse and getting no 
answer from either ofthe men, the referee 
climbed down to the ground and started for 
the edge of the woods. 

After he had gone about 100 feet it occurred 
to him that one of the men might see him 
prowling bout the woods and might mis- 
take him forthe other duelist, He stopped 
short beside the big tree, then wandered 
away and satdownon a log. He stretche:! 
himself at full length upon the ground a few 
minutes later, leaving only his right arm ex- 
posed. In less than two minutes there was 
a report of a aun and his left arm fell heip-

running up, and when he saw bis mistake 
he, too, begantoyell, Both men now feared 
that Kinch would come prowling about and 
shoot them both, so they sat down side by 
side on the log and began to how! as loud as 
they could.
